N the Laſt Parliament I concurred with many Worthy Gentle- 
Filly Men in the Utmoſt Oppoſition to the South. Sea Bill; for we fore- 
eh faw, what every Body hath ſince ſeen, That it was a Trojan Horſe, 
filled with Ruin and Deſtruction : And I believe I may, without 


the ſame Thing, and yet promoted that pernicious Project, on 
the Motives only of Advantages to themſelves. 


AFTER this Bill paſſed into a Law, I continued my Endeavours to forewarn 


my Fellow. Subjects of the Dangers of ingaging indiſcreetly in this Traffick; and 


I did, in the beſt Manner I was able, explain and expoſe the Deceits and Delu- 


ſions of the Managers of this Fatal Scheme. And I think, there was ſcarce One 


Month in which I did not publiſh {ſomething in Print for this Purpoſe ; alchough I. 
was frequently threatned, by Letters left at my Houſe, with the higheſt Reſent- 


ments; and ſome of my particular Friends earneſtly preſs'd me to deſiſt, and 
aſſured me, That from the Clamours they heard againſt me in all Publick Places, 
they were very apprehenſive, that my Life was in the utmoſt Peril, and that I 
would fall a Sacrifice to the Rage of Madmen. However, I thought it a Duty 


I owed my Country, and Juſtice to thoſe who were free from the Infection, to 
proceed as I did. | . : 


W HEN I gave this Oppoſition, the ſaid late Directors were eſteemed as mighty 
Princes, in great Power and Glory, and were aſſiſted by Numerous and Powerful 


Allies, and had great Court paid to them by many, from whom, in their Diſtreſs, 
they have found no Compaſſion. | 


I HAD the Honour, with other Gentlemen, to receive the Commands of the 
Houſe of Commons, to examine the Proceedings in the Execution of the Sout h- Sea 
Scheme; and I did my Duty in that Inquiry; AndI afterwards heartily concurr'd 
in expreſſing the Juſt Reſentment of the Parliament and of the Nation, againſt 
the Conduct of theſe Men: But I muſt freely own, That when I ſaw them fully 
Vanquiſhed and laid Low, my Reſentment ceaſed, and Pity took Place. This, 
perhaps, in me, may be a faulty Weakneſs of Mind ; but I hope Thoſe who are 


able to reaſon in a more Strong and Manly Manner, will have the Goodneſs to 


forgive One who cannot arrive at their Perfection. 


FROM 


Breach of Charity, affirm, That there were ſome who foreſaw 
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FROM this Principle of Compaſſion, as well as from the other good Ends I 
thought it would ſerve, I endeavour'd a Malcting Clauſe in the laſt Parliament; 
and from the Opinions and Inclinations ol ſeveral worthy Gentlemen, I was en- 
couraged to entertain Thoughts of it again; and accordingly, I have had ſeveral 
Meetings with ſome of the late Directors, to ſee what Lengths they could go, 
and have alſo diſcourſed with ſome of the worthy Gentlemen who are in the Truſt, 
to try if the Matter could be brought to bear on a Reaſonable Foot. And I muſt 
do Juſtice to thoſe Gentlemen, That they have expreſſed their Defire of having a 

ſpeedy End put to the Truſt, ſo that it might be done without Prejudice to the 
Proprietors of the Sourh Sea Company. And I was the more induced to meddle 
in this Matter, by ſeeing a Paper ſigned by above Four hundred of the South. Sea 
Proprietors, and many of them 1n the Firſt Rank of Property, expreſſing their 
Deſire of a ſpeedy Concluſion of what related to the Eſtates of the late Directors. 


THE Converſation about this Matter began before Chriſtmas laſt, and, till 
very lately, I thought it would have had ſome Effect: But I perceive, that the 
Opinions of ſeveral Gentlemen who ſeem'd diſpoſed for a Mul#, are now changed, 
by the Repreſentations which have deen made to them of the great Wrong it 
would be to the Proprietors of Scat he Stock: And by an Account of which I 
have a Copy, 1 find the ſame is ſtated at near 800,000 /. 


I HAVE, therefore, made an Abſtract of that Account, and ſome Remarks 
| thereon; from which it will appear, That there are very great Miſtakes therein: 
And I have added my Reaſons tor ending this Matter in the Way ofa Mulff. And 
I now ſubmit the Whole to the Conlid:ration of the Gentlemen of the Houſe of 
Commons, and to the Proprietors of South. Sea Stock, who, in Point of Intereſt, 
are chiefly concerned therein. | 


AND fince ſuch Random Accounts have been ſcattered about, it ſeems highly 
reaſonable, That the Parliament ſhould be informed of this Matter by the Truſtees 
themſelves, on whoſe Knowledge and OY they may ſafely rely. And this 
will give Satisfaction to the Parliament, as far as the National Intereſt is concerned 
in this Matter; and it muſt alſo give great Content to the Proprietors of this 
Stock, to ſec a near Eſtimate made, by thoſe on whom they may depend, how far 
they may value themſelves on the Nett Produce of the Eſtates of the ſaid late 
Directors.

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VIII. THE Eighth Column is apparently conjectural, and how it will come out, will in Time ap- 
pear : And if one may infer from the Miſtakes before taken Notice of, it ſeems intended only to {well 
the Account, and to repreſent the MulQ a greater Prejudice to the Company than it really would be. 


THE Miſtakes in this Account are thus occafioned ; viz. The Sum remaining to the Company in 
caſe of a Mulct, being the Fifth Column, is made by ſubſtracting the Second, Third, and Fourth Co- 
lumns from the Firſt ; whereas it ought to be done by ſubſtracting only the Second Column from the 
Firſt : For if the Third and Fourth Columns are alſo ſubltrated from the Firſt, they ought likewiſe to 
have been added thereto, And the Sixth Column, being the Sum remaining to the Company if no 


Mulct, is made by adding the Third and Fourth Columns to the Firſt ;- whereas it ought to be done by 


adding only the Fourth Column to the Firſt : For if the Third Column be added to the Firſt, it ought to

BUT if the Clerks of the South-Sea Company did frame the ſaid Fifth and Sixth Columns in the

And it 


is preſumed, that this Expence, the Intereſt payable to the Creditors of the {aid Directors, and to then 


ſelves, for their Allowances by Parliament, and the Leſſening which will happen in their Eſtates, by 
deſperate and doubtful Debts, which make Part of their Inventories, and fome other Deduttions, will 


balance, or near balance, the aforeſaid ſuppoſed Loſs.

IT is obſervable, That the South. Sea Clerks, in ſtating the Accounts of the Sixteen Directors, make 
it a Loſs to the Company, on each of their Eſtates, if the Mul& be accepted; and yet it is very cer- 
tain, that few of thoſe Sixteen would be willing to come into the Mulct, but think themſelves much 
better on the Foot they are. And it is prefumed, that the Truſtees, from the View they have of thoſe 
Gentlemens Eſtates, do not expect that 220,000 /. will be made clear to the Company from the ſame. 
And *tis very probable, that the Clerks who have framed the Account which has been remarked on, 
may be as much miſtaken in their ConjeCtures of the Produce of the Eſtates of the Seventeen Directors, 
as *tis apprehended they are in the Produce of the Eſtates of the Sixteen. _ 


I T is ſurely very poſſible to make a near Eſtimate of the Sums which might be accepted as a 
Mul& from the reſpective Directors, without Loſs to the South-Sea Company. And if this can be 
done, ſurely it ought to be done, for the ſpeedier putting an End to a 1 which has ſeme Re- 

ſemblance to an Inquiſition in the Heart of the City of London; and it would evidently tend to the 

quicker Payment of the numerous Creditors of the ſaid late Directors: And that would be for the Be-

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AND if the ſaid late Directors themſelves ſhould reap ſome ſmall Advantage therefrom, and 
which, probably, will never be got by the Company; this, ſurely, can be no Objection to the Propo- 
ſal.

Sea Scheme: And it is not eaſy to de- 
1 termine what any other Sett of Citizens would have done, if they had been expoſed to the ſame great 
C Temptations of Gain ; or what they would have done to the Checking of that Madneſs, when the 
4 Doing of it was attended with no ſmall Perils. And, perhaps, the Interpoſition of the Bank, by their 
| Subſcription, in the Affairs of this Company, can be juſtified on no other Foot: And yet the Exam- 
; ple of that wiſe Corporation, drew after it the Ruin of many Families, though they themſelves have- 
| had the good Luck to eſcape. | | | 


I T is notorious, that an Infatuation fo general never appeared in Britain before; for all Ranks and 
Degrees of Men ſeemed to have been infected: And it is certain, that ſome of theſe very Direftors 
were ſo far deluded, as to impair the Eftates they were Maſters of before the Scheme took Place. And 
did not many Members of both Houſes of 1 and ſeveral others of Diſtinction, ſolicit, and 
E earneſtly for Subſcriptions at all the extravagant Prices at which the ſame were ſet, and became very 

uſy Traders in the Alley? And without this general Concurrence, it had been impoſſible to have raiſed 
the Price of South-Sea Stock to a Height ſo monſtrous. And at this Day there are many in Poſſeſſion 
y 3 Wealtb, gained by this wicked Traffick, who have intirely eſcaped the Cenſure of the 
cgiflature, | 
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BEFORE the End of the Seſſions in which the South. Sea Act paſſed, the Price of that Stock was 
very high ; and when Notice was taken thereof in the Houſe of Commons, and a Motion made to 
do Check thereto, it was treated as a Diſcouragement of Pablick Credit, and trending to diſable that 
pany from performing their Contract: And by a Clauſe in a ſubſequent Act, Proviſion was made 


for the better Currency of South-Sea Subſcriptions.

THESE Things are not mentioned to excuſe the Conduct of the late Directors; but ſurely they 
have ſome Weight towards the Extenuation of their Guilt, and to intitle them to a little Pity and 
Compaſſion from their Fellow-Subje&ts. The Borrowers on South. Jea Stock and Subſcriptions, mutt 
with an ill Grace object to this, to whom ſo large a Proportion of Compaſſion hath been ſhewn,as the Re- 
miſſion of above Seven Millions; and many of thoſe Borrowers were no ways Sufferers by the South Sea 
Scheme. As to the preſent Proprietors of South. Ses Stock, they will certainly conſider, that they have 
had the Remiſſion of many Talents, and that therefore it will ill become them too rigorouſly to exact 
Pence: And if Compaſſion, and the Promoting of Publick Credit, were the Motives in their Behalf, 

_ ſurely, will not loſe their Weight, in Behalf of the unhappy Debtors who are now in their.

_ UPON the whole, It is undeniably true, that it is the Intereſt of the Nation in General (as every 
Thing is which tends to the Eaſe and Quiet of Mankind) and ot the Jouth- Sea Company in Particu- 
lar, to put the ſpeedieſt End ta the atorefaid Truſt.

ot new Applications to the Truſtees, for a Reimburſement of what ſhall be recovered from them by any 
of their dee For there is no Limitation of Time in the Act, to debar their Creditors from 
E them. It may not, perhaps, be reaſonable to deprive thoſe Creditors of the Choice they 

ve now in proſecuting for their Debts ; but it is certainly highly juſt, that ſuch Proſecutions ſhould 
3 at the Expence of the Truſtees, and that whatever all be recovered, be diſcharged and
